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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Comments 

1 . This is a first action allowance. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or show in combination a pneumatic nailer having a safety device 
wherein the safety device has a safety bar movable connected to the barrel of the nailer and has a 
locking hole defined therethrough, and an attached tube connected to the outside of the nailer 
magazine including a first and second passage, the first passage includes an opening that 
communicates with a receiving path of the magazine and a first pin movable received therein, the 
second passage having a spring and a second pin movably received therein, the spring biased 
between a closed end of the second passage and a first end of the second pin, a second end of the 
second pin is retractable extended through an open end of the second passage by the spring, the 
open end of the second passage communicates with the locking hole of the safe bar, a driving 
piece is pivotably connected to the attached tube at a mediated pint of the driving piece, two ends 
of the driving piece are respectively connected to thee first pin and the second pin such that the 
first pin and the second pin are moved in opposite directions, an end of the first pin extends into 
the receiving path of the magazine and is adapted to be stopped by the nails to limit the second 
end of the second pin from being inserted into the locking hole of the safety bar. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
